Simply that specie payments 
would render.it absolutely intolerable. The 
farmer, receiving less for his grain, would be 
compelled to produce and eell more to pay 
his taxes. The merchant, with more bad 
debta, smaller profits, and a restricted and 
leas certain market, would be required to con- 
tribute at the highest rate to the Local and 
General Government. The mechanic or salari- 
ed man, with income redaced, would be com- 
pelled to pay the old percentage to the tax 
collector. In other words, the proportion of 
taxes to profits and income would be enor- 
‘mously increased. Hard times would . be 
rendered harder by the continuance of a 
scale of taxation adapted to an era of high 
prices and boundless enterprise and pros- 
perity, An anomaly so glaring should not 
be thought of., Such taxation in such cir- 
cumstances could not be collected. 

We are not insensible to the desirableness 


of a return to specie payments. We would 
have that object kept steadily in view in the 


construction of a financial policy. But there: 


can be no enduring resumption which is not 
accomplished gradually, even slowly; there 
can be no safe escape from the toile of an m- 
convertible currency which is not effected 
with the utmost saution and s due regard 
for general interests. Time and carefal 
preparation .are therefore “essential ele- 
ments. of any policy designed to pro- 
mote the change.

There is never any knowing how much to 
believe of reporta of coming insurrections in 
Ireland.

and unjust.» The tax is upheld that the 
mines may charge for the coal an unfair 
price, and that. the railroads may grow 
richer by carrying it at charges which are 
beyond all reason. 

The producing cost of a ton at the pit’s 
mouth (say at Mauch Chunk).1s about $1 85, | 
to which may be added a few cents more for 
commission and so forth. The New-Jersey 
Central Railroad charges $3 a ton for freight 
to Elizabeth, making the.total cost there 
about $5. But the cargo price. at Elizabeth 
is, gr was & few days ago, $8 50 a ton for 
lump, stoye and steamer coal. We see here 
the enormous profits gained by the ‘mining 
and railway companies, and the consequent 
hardship inflicted upon the public. Of course 
the Atlantic coast, which asks for the 
use of Nova Scotia coal, but is denied, fares 
much worse, on account of its greater dis- 
tance from the mines. And the example 
given applies to the Reading Railroad also, 
which charges $2 58.a ton for the ninety. 
miles between Port Carbon and Port Rich- 
mond. On the other hand, the. Baltimore 
and Ohio.Road, a much more expensive one 
as to working, from the steepness of its 
grades, carries coal from Cumberland: to Lo- 
cust Point, than double the distance of 
that between Ports Carbon and Richmond, 
for $2 50. ' 

The mining corporations: have been en- 
abled to produce these results by a system 
of regulating the market, and by producing 
strikes, suspensions and every possible 
means of alarining the public, and the rail- 
roads have abetted them. Not only have 
they done this, but by studious misrepresen- 
tations both have created the impression 
that the supply was unequal to the demand 
and that prices must still go higher. The 
consumers, however, or all of them who 
could do so, refused to “lay in stocks” in 
Obedience to these alarmist cries, and the 
truth becomes understood that not only is 
the supply equal to, but largely in excess of, 
popular requirements.
